We told you in that editorial that those two organizations

We warned you then of the fact that in China alone there 
are four hundred millions of people who would be perfectly 
willing to come to America and work for fifty cents a day, and 
that as they live ten to twenty in a single shack, and eat rice, 
cats, rats, old birds’ nests and any other old junk or carrion, 
and wear nothing but a two-bit shirt on the outside of a pair 
of overalls, they can save more out of fifty cents a day than 
you can out of three dollars. 

We told you that you were up against the real thing, and 
that in time it would get you unless you commenced at once 
to combat it with all your might and main, and that the wav 


to combat it was to organize, and organize hard, and keep on jand they would all go if they could.
